New season teas were placed 
on the market on the. 16th 
insssnt, three'daya.lster than last 
‘year, The quality’ of ‘the 
Keemuna is fins, the teas are 
sweet, sound snd flavouty, and

to last reseon’s dall, flavourles 
crop. The market was opened 
on the 19:h with a chop at Tle, 
‘47, and upon thie basis 5,000 
packagee were settled at Tis 
41/52. Since then, although teas 
hays been coming in freely, 
basiness is quiet, and to-day 
strivals total 50,000 and stocks 
,000.. We understand several 
Isrge Raesian buyers are still 
holding: cf antil wore definite: 
buying instructions have been

Shipments of cotton are etill 
large in apite of the.slacknees of 
freeh dealings, reports the Japan 
Advertiser of May 18:'as old’ con- 
tracts dro now ‘being errcuted. 
Almost every. ebip for Ohins or: 
British India carries a--large 
smount of cutton cargo particalar- 
ly in Obica, where Manchester 
goods have almost ceased to be 
redeived, every sign indicates that 
evén at the record prices qaoted 
by Japauese sellets the demand 
for Japanese cotton cloth will: 
increase, British Iodia aad Korea 
are also in need of Japaneve 
cotton cloth,.and sre expeoted’ to 
atart their purchase here soon. 
Oa the strength of thia growing 
export trade, specalation bas been 
inacgurated lately in the market. 


Speculative bayers, hoping that] } 
-the Oriental cotton cloth market 


will be monopoliged “by 
Japan, are not discouraged by 
any advance in prices, On 
the contrary, : they .. will corner 
every description which is grow- 
iog scarcer. Every day now 
fransactions ran ap to 20,000 
bales. The average smount of 
delivery is accordingly more-than 


400,000 bales @ month. This ia| J, 


nearly five times larger than the 
re-wartrade. :The latest returna 
chow that daring the last few 
montha more than 2,500,000 bales 
have been covered. The mana- 
facturers, this. encouraged, sre 
increasing their plents, They 
cloim that io spite of the abnor- 
mal rise in the prices’ of. yarns 
Istely they cam still’ eam good 
profita and their extension of 
plante wilt pay them. The only 
trouble in prospect for the 
market ia a possible reduction in 
foreign demand “because of . the 
extremely rapid advance in 
prices. Men in the line, however, 
do not fear thia- possibility, 
Coffee Industry In India. 
Bangslore, April 20.—At 6 
general meeting of the Nilgizi 
Planters’ Association in. connect- 
ion with thé" prohibition of ‘the 
iniport’ of coffee. into the United 
Kingdom, on 8 proposal by.

leum in Japaness territory and s 
great increase in- the ecale of 
Japaness oil in the Hongkong 
trade field in competition with 
American. and Enst India: oil. 
Immediately previous to the war, 
Japanee oil had secared 8 {oot 
hold in thia field, particulsrly in 
the Focchow, Swatow, and Amoy 
districts. Imports of Japanese 
‘oil into all China increased from 
a value of G. $108 550. in 1913 


. . Mach 
of this increase was in the dis- 
tricte mentioned, snd it was large- 
ly st the expense, of American 
oil trade, the Japanese . product 
representing aboat a quarter of 
the whole in those districts in 1916: 
Daring the past year there baa 
been a great development of the 
trade because of the constant rise 
in freights from the United States. 
Previous to. the war oil e: joyed 
exceptional treatment, It was used 
argely gs reserve cargo-and was 
carried at the lowest freight rates, 
usually -ratea mach below the 
market. Since the contraction in 
tonnage due to the war, however, 
Kerosene hes paid rates in propor. 
tion to other cargo, rates on Gil 
doring 1916 from the United 
States, in fact, being anbatentially 
five times’ what they were 
Previous to the war, Naturally 
Spanege oil, with the short 
haul from Japan in eubsidiaed 
yeasels carrying “the .oil at 
rates fixed by ‘the Japanede 
Government, bas had an immenee 
sdveantsge. The price of oil” in 
Jspan hea increseed immensely 
during the past year, but moat of 
the time the price of such oil for 


| export bas not increased in pro- 


portion. The home market in 
Jepsen is reported es booming as 
a recalt of the decressed.. import 
of foreign oil, due to increaged 
pricee.and higher freights. All 
these conditions sre resulting in 
the development’ of strong oil 
interests in Japsn and . Formosa 
which promise serious competi- 
tion for American oil in’ the 
fotare, Because of the ‘scarcity 
of tonnage and high freight rates, 
also because of disturbed condi- 
tions in South China, the con- 
samption of petroleum and ita 
products decressed about 40 per 
cent. during the year. Neverthe 
lesa prices: remained about the 
tame as they were a¢ the begin- 
ning of the year.’ Stocks have 
been greatly redaced and. will 
remain low: unti} - freight rates
